Spread over a ten year period, the 
estimated cost to the Dominion is not excessive, and the 
expenditure is well within the ability of the country, if the 
cheapening of freight or the collection of tolls could be 
made to warrant the investment. That, rather than the

HON. VERNOR W. SMITH 
The sudden death of Hon. Vernor W. Smith, Minister 


of Railways and Telephones, is a profound shock to the 
people of Alberta, as it is a heavy loss to the Government. 


Mr. Smith has been widely popular among the members 
of the legislature, and even those of them who could not 
agree at all times with his policies were constrained to 
admit the efficiency with which he carried on the adminis- 
tration of the two departments over which he presided, 
To the public he has been known as a hard-working and 
capable Minister, and as well a man of genial personality. 

The name of Mr. Smith is particularly associated with 
the successful sale of the northern railways to the two 
transcontinentals, and the introduction of these larger 
systems into the transportation situation in northern 
Alberta. That sale relieved the department of railways of 
its heaviest responsibility, and left the Minister free to 
devote more attention to the operation of the provincial 
telephone system. 

It will not be easy to find a successor so well qualified 
to direct that enterprise through the difficulties that have 
been imposed upon it by the drastic change in economic 
conditions.

GREEN CORN 

Corn on the cob is one of the most widely en- 
joyed foods of the summer months. To many people, 
summer has not officially arrived until they have 
eaten that first delicious ear of corn, seasoned with 
butter. 

Green corn in season may be used in the diet 
with good results and in larger amounts than can- 
more starchy. Roasting ears 


ned corn which is 
will be found helpful to those suffering with con- 
stipation, for no matter how carefully the green 
corn is chewed there are many fibres which pass 
through aparently without having undergone any 
great change. When much of it is eaten, the bowels 
move freely because there is a large amount of in- 
digestible substances in the corn which passes 
through the body so quickly that it does not fer- 
ment 

The hulls 
do not scratch and irritate the intestines as they 
would if the corn were dried. These soft tender 
urnish the bowels with sufficient bulk so 
y will act more freely. Those who are con- 
Stipated will do well to eat this tasty food quite

corn own garden rows or buy it, it is 
a good plan to use it as fresh as possible.

Fresh corn should not be cooked for a long time, 
as the starch cells of green corn are readily digested 
even in the raw state. Some people prefer the corn 
eaten from the cob with butter. Others prefer the 
corn cut from the cob and served with cream. When 
using cream over corn, it should be warmed slight- 
ly by placing the bottle of cream in warm water, 
then pourirg this over the warm corn which has 
just been removed from the fire 


Besides using the fresh corn, America cans.en- | 
ormous quantities, the corn being cut from the 
cob and prepared in a creamy, stewed form. It is 
also used mixed with lima beans as succotash, and 
makes an excellent corn omelet. 

When using caned corn, you should remember 
that it is three times as starchy as green corn and 
should, therefore, be used in combination with the 


non-starchy vegetables and should be the only | 
starch used at that meal. Corn cut from the cob

Here's a new definition of a millionaire, to suit the per- 
iod.

Charles M. Schwab, regarded as a multi-millionaire, says 
there are no American millionaires today. Many of the 
famous fortunes founded in the nineteenth century are 
disintegrating; the fantastic totals of the boom days of 1929 
have disappeared; some of the fortunes have completely 
vanished.

Arrival at New York on ner maiden trip of the new 
35,000 ton French liner Champlain calls attention to the 
ever-increasing number of safety applainces which modern 
science is placing at the disposal of captains of these float- 
ing hotels. 

One device enables the officer on the bridge to detect 
the slightest change in the depth of water beneath the 
vessel. A swinging metal arm traces out in a wavering 
white line on smoked paper, a continuous record of the 
floor of the sea. It is said to be delicate enough to detect 
a wreck on the floor of the sea at a depth of 1000 fect. 

The other new device is of even greater interest. It is 
an eerie, high pitched whistle whose peculiar tone re- 
echoes so distinctly to the sending boat that it can locate 
obstacles in any direction from one-sixth to a half mile 
distance. It is claimed for the instrument that it has 
located a smal! boat with two occupants, in a dense fog at 
a distance of 800 feet. 

The principle of the instrument is the same as that used 
in sonic depth-finders, which cause an echo to bounce off 
the floor of the sea, the timing of which tells the depth of 
water beneath the ship. 


Many prairie people have been mystified at the marvel- 
lous fog navigation of the ships on the Vancouver-Victoria- 
Seattle run, and of the passcnger vessels that ply the inner 
channels to Prince Rupert and Alaska Fog, which may 
shut out any vision, seems not to affect the confidence 
of skippers in these narrow tidal waters.
